Dr. MC CANN advised that he heard that the appointee after leaving 
the University of Michigan had entored the Department of Anatomy at Harvard 


University however he could not be certain of the exact date. Dr. MC CANN 


said he had heard that the appointee while at Harvard University was a 
member or a sponsor of a Spanish Aid Committee in Boston, Massachusetts the 
exact nature of which was unknown to Dr. MC CANN. Hoe stated that he could 
not elaborate on this inasmuch as he had received all of his information 
"second-hand" and could no longer recall the source of this information, 


Dr. MC CANN advised that ho knew of no other organization to which 
RIOCH may have belonged and he advised that while the appointee was at Strong 
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Memorial Hospital he, MC CANN, never had any reason to question RIOCH'S 
loyalty to the United States. MC CANN stated that in his opinion 
RIOCH is loyal to the United States but "emotionally unstable" to the 
extent that RIOCH would "back any cause" if RIOCH felt emotionally strong 
enough about any particular phase of the cause. Dr. MC CANN reiterated 
. however that he believes RIOCH to be unquestionably loyal to the United 
States. | 
According ‘to Dr. McCANN, RIOCH was born in India and educated 
in the United States at Butler and Johns Hopkins Universities. He added 
that be knew RIOCH'S parents and that the appointees mother was at one 
time a physician in the Leper Colony ín India. Dr. MC CANN conoluded by 
stating that he never at any time had any reason ‘to question her loyalty 
to the United States.

I. PERSONAL HISTORY 


Personnel files pertaining to Dr. DAVID McKENZIE RIOCH at 
Walter Reed Hospital and in the U. S. Public Health Service, reflect that 
he was born July 6, 1900 at Mussoorie, U.P., India, and is the son of 
DAVID RIOCH and MINNIE HENLEY RIOCH. DAVID RIOCH, the appointee!s father, 
was born in Canada and is deceased, and MINNESeMENLEEARIOCH, his mother, 
was also born in Canada, 


Doctor Moch is a naturalized citizen having been naturalized 
June 20, 1938 at Boston, Massachusetts. His wife is MARGAREI-9EFTREY 
och, born January 24, 1907 at Paterson, New Jersey. Mrs. RIOCH is a 
Clinical Psychiatrist and resides with her husband at 207 Dorset Avenue, 
Chevy Chase, Maryland. 


Doctor DAVID McKENZIE RIOCH attended Butler College at 
Indianapolis, Indiana, from 1916-20, receiving an A.B. degree in 1920. 
He also attended the Johns Hopkins Medical School in Baltimore, Maryland, 
from 1920-24, receiving a M.D. degree in 1924. 


He was employed as follows: From 1924-26 as House Officer in 
Surgery at the Peter Bent Brigham Hospital, Boston, Massachusetts. From 
1926-28, he was Assistant Resident and Instructor in Medicine at the 
Strong Memorial Hospital and the University of Rochester Medical School, 
Rochester, New York. From 1928-30, Dr. RIOCH attended a fellowship in 
medicine with the National Research Council during the time he studied 
at the University of Michigan and also at Amsterdam, Holland and at 
Oxford, England. From 1930-31, the appointee was employed as an Examiner 
in Physiology st Johns Hopkins Medical School in Baltimore, Maryland. 
From 1931-38, he was Assistant Professor of Anatomy at Harvard Medical 
School, Boston, Massachusetts. From 1938-43, Dr. RIQOCH was Professor of 
Neurology at the Washington University School of Medicine in St. Louis, 
Missouri. From 1943 until the present, he has been in a part-time position 
5k Director of Research at the Chestnut Lodge Sanitarium in Rockville,

In addition to the above mentioned employments, Dr. RIOCH 
has been employed as a Consultant by the U. S, Public Health Service 
and also at Walter Reed Hospital. 


| On January 2, 1951, he was appointed as Technical Director 
of Research, Neuropsychiatry Division, Medical Service at Large, Aruy 
Medical Center, Walter Reed General Hospital, at a salary of 315,000 
per annum, 


According to the personnel files, the appointee is a 
member of several professional societies. Nothing pertaining to his 
loyalty was noted in either of the above mentioned personnel files. 


Il. RESULTS OF INVESTIGATION Á 


Colonel WILLIAM S. STONE, Commandant of the Army Medical 
Service Graduate School, Walter Reed Hospital, advised that he has been 
acquainted with the appointee over a period of approximately two ‘years. 
Colonel STONE pointed out that he is not very well acquainted with Dr. 
RIOCH socially but has come to know him fairly well in a professional 
manner, Dr, RIOCH presently being under his supervision and heading 
one of the divisions at Walter Reed Hospital. According to Colonel | 
STONE, Dr. RIOCH has a very good background as a psychiatrist, is 
very capable in this field and is a loyal and reliable individual. 
Colonel STONE stated that he has on many occasions entered in to 
discussions with the appointee and has "delved deeply into the 
appointee's reasoning so far as political matters are concerned" and 
he has never observed anything which would make him believe that Dr. 
RÍOCH is the least bit disloyal or that Dr. RIOCH has ever been a 
member of any subversive organization. 


Colonel E. R. INWOOD, Chief of Neuropsychiatry Service, 
Walter Reed Hospital, advised that he has known Dr. and lirs, .RIGCH 
since January, 1947 having become acquainted with Dr. RIUCH when br. 
RIOCH came to Walter Reed Hospital as a Consultant. Colonel INWOOD 
considers that he is very well acquainted with Dr. and Mrs. RIOCH 
both professionally and socially and pointed out that he visits the 
RIOCHS occasionally, once or twice a month. Colonel INWOOD is also 
acquainted with the appointee!'s mother, MINNIE HENLEY RIOCH, and he 
considers that both Dr. and Mrs. RIOCH and Dr. RICCH'S mother are all 
loyal and patriotic citizens, persons who have never been affiliated 
with any subversive organizations and worthy of trustworthy govern- 
ment positions. 


| Dr. D. M. BULLARD, Medical Director and President of the 
Chestnut Lodge Sanitarlum, Rockville, Maryland, advised that he has been 
acquainted with Dr. RIOCH since 1942 at which tine Dr. .WOCH becaue a 
member of the staff of the Chestnut Iod ge Sanitariua, and that he is 
also acquainted with MARGARET Moch, appointee's wife, and that both 

of the RIOCHS are presently employed in part-tiue positions on the staff 
of the Chestnut Lodge Sanitaríuu. 

Dr. BULLARD pointed out that he knows the appointee's mother 
and JANET RIOCH, the appointee's sister, who is presently practicing as 
a Psychiatrist, in New York City. Dr. BULLARD commented that he would 
vouch for any of the RICCHS so far as their loyalty is concerned without 
any reservation whatsoever, and he has found that they are people of 
high integrity and persons mom he is "glad to give a clean bill of 
health." Dr. BULIARD stated that he considered that so far as Dr. RIOCH'S 
political views are concerned that he can best describe them by saying 
that Dr. alOCH is what he would call a "new deal democrat" and that he 
(Dr. BULLARD) is what one might term a "McKINLEY Republican." He pointed 
out that he was citing this comparison of Dr. Moch and hiuself as they 
had had many arguments and discussions and he had come to know Ur. 
RIOCH'S political beliefs very well and he knows without a doubt that 


Dr. RIOCH is a loyal and patriotic citizen. 


Dr. WADE MARSHALL, Neuropathy Psychiatrist, U. S. Public 
Health Service, advised that he first became acquainted with Dr. RIOCH 
approximately 20 years ago when the two men first started to neet each 
other st different professional meetings which they were attending. 
Dr. MARSHALL also knows Dr. RIOCH and Mrs. RIOCH socíally and he 
classified Dr. RIOCH as a "robust mind" or as some people would term 
it a "]iberal mind," Dr. MARSHALL pointed out that by what he meant 
by "liberal mind" was a person that does not believe in any one group 
gaining so mich power that it would completely dominate the majority 
of the people. He stated that he has never had any knowledge of Dr. 
RIOCH having any sympathy with Communism or with Com. amists. However, 
he knows that Dr. RIOCH is a "cosmopolitan individual" and makes friends 
with most everyone due to this personality trait, but so far as he knows 
Dr. RICCH'S associates are all loyal and patriotic citizens, and to his 
knowledge neither of the RIOCHS have ever belonged to any groups that 
he as heard of that would be subversive. 


Dr. EVELYN ANDERSON, Chief of Section on Endocrinology, 
U. S, Public Health Service, advised that she has known the appointee 
by reputation over à period of 15 years and has worked as a colleague 
of his since 1948, Dr. RIOCH being employed by the U. S. Public Health 
Service as a Oonsultant. Dr. ANDERSON pointed out that although Dr. 
RIOCH is presently not employed by the Public Health Service he is 
still collaborating with her unit inasmuch as he is employed by the 
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Army and the Army has a part of its unit at the Public Health Service. 
Dr. ANDERSON considers that Dr. RIOCH is a brilliant man, thoroughly 
honest and trustworthy and she has never seen anything or heard anything 
which would indicate any disloyalty on the part of the appointee, 


Colonel JOHN CALDWELL, Chief of Psychiatry and Neurology, 
Consulting Division, Department of the Army, Main Navy Building, advised 
that he first became acquainted with Dr. RIOCH approximately 6 or 7 years 
ago having attended the professional societies as did the: appointee. 
Colonel CALDWELL pointed out that since that tine he has referred certain 
matters to Dr. RIOCH for research and has had numerous discussions of 
various problems with Dr. RIOCH at Walter Reed Hospital. Although Colonel 
CALDWELL has met Mrs. RIOCH, he has never visited the RIUCHS socially 
and during the professional acquaintance of the two men Colonel CALDWELL 
has never observed anything which would indicate any disloyalty con- 
cerning the appointee. Colonel CALDWELL stated that from his observation 
he believes that Dr. RIOCH is an individual completely and utterly 
absorbed in the professional aspect of his work and ís a credit to tlie 
government service. 


Captain GEORGE RAINES, Chief of the Neuropsychiatry Branch, 
Professional Division, Bureau of iedicine and Surgery, Department of the 
Navy, advised that he has known Dr. RIOCH for several years having 
been associated in the same work as Dr. RIOCH. Captain RAINIS com. ent ed 
that he has had intimate contact with the appointee on a professional 
‘Level. and has nad numerous long and involved policy discussions with 
the appointee. According to Captain RAINES, it is his feeling that 
Dr. RIOCH is completely reliable and he has never heard the appointee 
express any liberal or leftist opinions and would term Dr. RIOCH as a 
"rather conservative Scotchman." "In fact," stated Captain RAINES, 

"of all the people I know I would be as little suspicious of Dr. RIUCH 
as far as disloyalty is concerned than anyone that I know of." 


Captain THEODORE DUKESHIRE, Zxecutive Director of the 
Washington School of Psychiatry, 1711 Rhode Island Avenue, J. J., advised 
that the school is the training institute of the William Alanson White 
Psychiatric Foundation at 171] Rhode Island Avenue, N. W., and that the 
appointee is president of the Washington School of Psychiatry. 


Captain DUKESHTRE is a Naval Academy graduate and a 
retired Naval Captain having served in the Navy 24 years, and hé feels 
that. due to this service he could easily detect any subversive activities 
or Conmunist leanings of the appointee. However, he is sure the appointee 
is perfectly loyal. 
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Captain DUKESHIRE considers that he is well acquainted with 
Dr, and Mrs. RIOCH socially and considers them persons extremely interested 
in their work and very conscientious. Dr. RIOCH, according to Captain 
DUKESHIRE, is the type of individual who would fight for academic freedom 
‘in spite of great odds and feels very strongly about civil rights. 


The Captain stated that he would catalog Ur. Mech as a "new 
deal democrat" and he is the type who would be strongly opposed to persons 
being compelled to take certain oaths concerning loyalty but that this 
opposition is merely to protect the rights of the individual and not at 
all because he is disloyal. 


Captain DUKESHIRE sum.ed up his observation of Dr. AIOCH 
by stating that he has never had any reason to make him doubt that the 
appointee was not a loyal citizen and does not know of any subversive 
organizations of which the appointee is a menber. 


Urs. MADALYN HAZARD, 216 Falls Road, Rockville, Maryland, 
advised that she is the former proprietor of a rooming house known as 
Hungerford Tavern in tockville, Maryland. she stated that this tavern 
is oresently out of business and that she had not been the proprietor 
of the tavern during the period indicated as a residence of Dr. RIOCH. 
However, she has been acquainted with Or. RIOCH and his wife over a 
period of two years as she is employed at the Chestnut Lodge Sanitarium 
and has come in contact with the appointee and his wife at the sanitarium. 
Mrs. HAZARD stated that from her observation and from reports that she 
has heard concerning Dr. RIOCH she believes that both Dr. RIOCH and Mrs. 
RIOCH are "lovely people" and she would be glad to recommend either of 
them for a trustworthy position. 


Ars. JUDY HERSBZOGER, 304 Anderson Avenue, sockville, Maryland, 
advised that she was unable to give the exact dates of her acquaintance 
with the RÍOCHS but has known then approximately ten or twelve years. 

Urs. HERGBERGER explained that she had formerly been the proprietor of 

the Hungerford Tavern and that Dr. and irs. RIOCH had lived at the tavern 
for several years and consequently she had gotten to know them very well. 
She related that the appo'ntee's parents were missionaries in India at the 
time the appolntee was born; that he has a sister who is a Psychoanalyst 
in New York and ín addition knows that Mrs. MandAfr RIOCH is a very 
capable psychiatrist and a well educated person. Mrs. HE3SBERGEA explained 
that during the tine the appointee and his wife had resided at the tavern. 
they had both been employe “of the Chestnut Lodge Sanitarium; that they 
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had always conducted themselves on a very high moral level and she believed 
that they were perfectly loyal persons and that there vas never anything 
"un-Auerican! in their background. She concluded by commenting that she 
did rot believe as far as loyalty was concerned that either of the RIOCHS 
would be the least bit of a security risk with the governuent, and she 
does not believe that they would ever join any organization cited as 
subversive, 


Mrs. IRIAN CHAPIN, 14 West Argyle Street, “ockville, Maryland, 
advised that she has rented an apartment to the RICCHS over a period of 
four years and that the apartment building had been part of a private 
dwelling at 405 W. Montgomery Avenue, Rockville, Maryland, and that 
although there is no such address as far as the building is concerned the 
RIOCHS had used for their private address 403 W. Montgomery avenue. irs. 
CHAPIN pointed out that during the tine she was acquainted with the 
RIOCHS she noted that most all of their friends were employees of the 
Chestnut Lodge Sanitarium and she had never heard anything disloyal 
concerning them in any' respect. 


Mrs. A. U. SMITH and hr. CHARLES is JUNES, 401, W. Montgomery 
Avenue, Rockville, Maryland, pointed out that there is no such address as 
403 NJ. Montgomery Avenue and that they have lived next door to 405 W. 
Montgomery Avenue for many years. Both persons stated that they were 
‘unacquainted with the appointee or his wife. 


Mr. JOHN H. ERIC, 206 Dorset Avenue, Uhevy Chase, Maryland, 
advised that he has lived directly across the street from the RIOCHS 
for approximately two years but has only a "speaking acquaintance" with 
them. Mr. ERIC pointed out that in a residential neighborhood such as 
his people are at work most of the day and it is extremely hard to become 
acquainted with ones neighbors. According to Mr. ERIC what acquaintance 
he has with Dr. and Mrs. AIOCH resulted when mail for the appointee was 
erroneously delivered at his address and he returned same to Dr. «LOCH. 


Mr. ERIC knows nothing concerning Dr. RIOCH'S loyalty, 
associates or character but he stated that he desired to point out that 
the mail he returned wasliterature from the American Civil Liberties 
Union and he did not know the nature of this organization. 


Ars. AARON FRIZDENBERG, 203 Dorset Avenue, Chevy Chase, 
Maryland, has lived as a neighbor to the RIOCHS for four or five years 
but did not feel that she was well enough acquainted with them to comuent 
on their loyalty. 
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The only other residence in addition to the appointee and 
Mrs. FRIEDENBERG on the same side of the street in the 200 block of 
Dorset Avenue is occupied by Dr, EDWIN GUNN. Dr. GUNN'S maid advised 
that he is presently out of the city. 


Mr. ELSWORTH J. PARKER, Mail Carrier, Ubevy Uhase Post Office, 
advised that he had delivered mail to the RIOCH residence for approximately 
four years and he has always believed Dr. and Mrs, RIOCH to be loyal 
citizens and has never questioned their loyalty. Mr. PARKER volunteered 
that he has never noticed any Communist papers or subversive literature 
going to the RIOCH residence. 


Central files of the Immigration and Naturalization Service 
reflect a Petition for Naturalization #165431 for DAVID McKENZIE RIOCH 
which was filed September 2, 1937 in the U. S, District Court of 
Massachusetts at Boston.
